Pastor Russell, as ustal, delivered 
& discourse, taking for his text: “I 
beseech you, brethren, by the mer- 
cles of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, accept- 
able unto God—your reasonable ser- 
vice."—Romans 12:1, 


The Pastor began his discourse’ 


with the declaration that the Apos- 
tle"{s not addressing the world -in 
general, but only those who believe 
that God. sent His Son into the 
world to die for our sins, and who 
have taken the step of trusting in 


text, therefore, may be applied only 
to those who have been justified by 
faith. These alone may have the 
further opportunity. of presenting 
their bodies a living sacrifice, holy 
and acceptable unto God. 

The speaker reminded his hearers 
that in the typical sacrifices, offered 
according to the ‘instructions which 
God: gave Israel through Moses, 
every animal brought to the altar of 
the Lord must be without blemish— 
the Lord thus indicating that no one 
who is in an imperfect condition 
would be agceptable to Him. He 
then showed that under the arrange- 
ment made for the Church of the 
Gospel Age something was done in 
order that the natural blemishes of 
the consecrated might be covered;

® | nacle.were the Brazen Altar and the 


Laver. The Altar was directly in 
front of the Gate, and on it the of- 
ferings were made. The Laver. was 
filled with water for the washing of 
the hands and the feet of the priests, 
Those privileged to ‘enter the court 
could not reach the Tabernacle with- 
out passing both the Altar and the 
Laver. The Tabernacle proper was 
in two parts, called the Holy and 
the Most Holy, In the Holy were 
the Golden Candlestick, the Table 
of‘ Shewbread and the Golden Altar. 
In the Most Holy was the Ar& of the 
Covenant, upon which rested. the 
Shekinah light. 

Thus God pictured His great Plan 
of salvation, declared the Pastor.

"TWAS A GORGEOUS AFFAIR 


Special Entertainment Given by King 
George In Honor of His Guests, 
the King and Queen of Denmark, 
Is Marred By an Interruption 
From Balcony and a Shower - 
of Suffragette Literature. 


LONDON, May 12. — The Royal 
Opera House, Covent Garden, was 
commandeered last night by King 
George for a gala performance tn 
honor of the King and Queen of Den- 
mark, who are paying their accession 
visit to this country. The program 
consisted of scene from “La. Tosca,”

They shrieked, kicked and clawed as 
they were being carried from the 
building. Meanwhile other suffra- 
gettes in the gallery above the royal 
box threw down a great quantity of 
suffragette leaflets. 

King’George and Queen Mary with 
thetr royal guests, and thirty other 
members of royalty occupied a box tn 
the centre of the house, with.mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps and their 
wives on one side and the cabinet 
ministers and their leaders on the 
other. The greater part of the 
other, bozes, and many of the stalls, 
were likewise occupied by the guests 
of the monarchs, so that the general 
public had to be content with the 
upper galleries.

WAITERS APPROVE. 
Antl-Tipping Bill Makes Considerable 
Advance In Senate, 


OTTAWA, May 14. — The Senate 
gave the bill against tipping a long 
step forward yesterday by putting it. 
through. the committee stage. 

Senator Davis, the author of the 
bill, said he thought there should be 
an amendment, which would make a 
distinction between tho penalties pro- 
wided against employers. and em- 
ployes. He would not like to see 
boy or girl who took’ remuneration 
for helping a rich person in a hotel 
fined $25 or $50 or given’a term in 
jail. If employers were under penal- 
ties they would see their’ employes 
took no tips. ‘The Setiator said’ that 
in’ Winnipeg and Montreal® ‘waiters 
had formally Uxpressed their approv- 
al of the bijll.

Money was 
secured, through shis bank, from European 
centres, and lent to the farmers at rates rather 
> Sess than half those that had previously pre- 
> “vailed. 
. In Paraguay the Banco Agricola, or agri- 
cultural bank of the nation, has $14,000,000 
capital, and the larger part of this is lent to 
farmers on a plan by which itis paid back in 
js-annual installments extending over a-petiod of 
fifteen years. This bank, on behalf of the 
“government, furnishes free seeds and helps 
- farmers to buy implements, fence wire, etc. 
{When an immigrant comes in and de- 
¢lares his purpose to become a citizen he re- 
Ceives about thirty acres of land, and as soon 
‘ashe makes certain improvements required 
by law, he bas as much more conveyed to 
him. The bank will advance him cash up to 
$5 an acre to inake improvements and to pro- 
duce the first crop.

» an farmers want, for they ask no charity of 
‘anybody. But they teach one lesson that 
should guide in formulating a system of rural 
finance, here.

Thomas Fletcher, and the store of 
J..P. Brace, all’of whom live in the 
vicinity of Ruttan’s farm. =~ 

All the fres:occurred between one 
and thrée o'clock yesterday morning. 
The first conflagration was started in 
tue ‘large barn belonging to Henry 
Cook, who lives about 500 yards weat 
of the Ruttan farm.. Three horses 
and a cow were destroyed, ahd the 
Dullding was reduced to ashes, en- 
tailing a damage of $2,000. The in- 
surznce is only $400. Mr. Cook stat- 
ed to the police that he had been 
watching the building until about 
one o'clock, and from ‘subsequent 
happenings he felt satisfied that Rut- 
tan had apparently been watching 
him. No sooner had be retired than 
his barn was enveloped In flames. He 
tushed out in his. night attire, but 
owing to the lack of water facilities 
hs was helpless to check the flames.

© ‘that first hundrec thousand, That the remain- 
ing seventy-five thousand can be secured by a 
fittle effort, Dr. Baker has not the Jeast doubt in 
the world. 

*.. That is the sort of faith by which mount- 
ains are moved: 

With a quarter of a million for endowment 
Albest will unquestionably become the finest 
preparatcry school in Canada. It already does 
more to make Belleville known throughout the 
*Jength and breadth of this dominion than any - 
other feature we possess. What it will mean 
this city when it is endowed in an adequate 
‘way and the number of its students is vast- 
dy increased, we can only conjecture. But that 
the ‘sucessful issue of Dr. Baker’s plans will 
’ bring about great indirect results for Belleville, 
needs no demonstrstion from us. 

Dr. Baker places the scheme squarely be- 
fore. the public in {a brief but comprehensive 
article in the May number of ‘‘Albertus,’’ the 
excellent magazine that the students have been 
issuing from time to time this year.

Domestic life is 
no longer what it used to be; but neither is 
business live, industrial life, nor even social 
life. 

Not one, but many forces are working to 
the passing of the household. 

Railroads and trolley lines, the telegraph 
and telephone have begotten restlessness, and 
we have become gadabouts. The county line 
has ceased to be the limit of vision, We lead 
broader, swifter, perhaps more ‘fruitful lives 
than ever could be embraced in the narrow 
confines of the old-time household. ° 

Physically, even, the home has - wondrous- 
ly changed. The fire-place, the sacred shrine 
of the old-time home, has been walled up and 
no longer casts its blessed glow on life. The 
lamp, about which all the family gathered’ in 
the evening, is gone, too.

Two dandelion stems were brought to The 
Ontario office yes erday. Onecarried a bloss- 
om of the day before.
